(DI GEST OF PROPOSED 1ST SUBSTI TUTE)

Finds that historically nost death sentences inposed in
Washi ngton have been reversed and rarely inposed. The
| egislature further finds that it is in the state's interest
to determ ne whether the state's capital punishnment systemis
applied fairly and proportionally, and whether the continued
al l ocation of substantial time, resources, and noneys spent on
capital trials and appeals is warranted.

Creates a death penalty task force for the purpose of
conducting a review of the existing death penalty statutes and
court rules to determine the followng: (1) The uniformty of
deci si on nmaki ng by prosecuting attorneys in terns of charging
defendants wth aggravated first degree nurder and the
criteria used in such decisions;

(2) The inpact of race, ethnicity, gender, and economc
status on the likelihood of a defendant being charged wth
aggravated first degree nurder;

(3) The adm nistration of Washington's death penalty | aw
since the enactnent of chapter 10.95 RCWto determ ne whether
it is applied randomy or arbitrarily;

(4) The costs associated with capital trials and appeal s;

(5) Whether there are revisions to existing statutes and
court rules that, if inplemented, would decrease the
i kelihood of an inappropriate inposition of the death
penal ty; and

(6) Evidence concerning cases in which a defense of
severe nental disorder, significantly inpairing a defendant's
ability to appreciate the wongful ness of his or her actions,
coul d have been offered had such a defense been avail abl e and
how t hat defense m ght have affected the outconme of cases.

Directs the task force to report its findings and
reconmendati ons to the governor, Washi ngton suprenme court, and
appropriate conmttees of the |egislature by January 1, 2008.

Appropriates the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, or
as much thereof as may be necessary, for the fiscal year
endi ng June 30, 2007, fromthe state general fund to the house
of representatives for the purposes of this act.

Appropriates the sum of fifty thousand dollars, or as
much thereof as may be necessary, for the fiscal year ending
June 30, 2008, from the state general fund to the house of
representatives for the purposes of this act.

Appropriates the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars, or
as much thereof as may be necessary, for the fiscal year
ending June 30, 2007, from the state general fund to the
senate for the purposes of this act.

Appropriates the sum of fifty thousand dollars, or as
much thereof as may be necessary, for the fiscal year ending



June 30, 2008, fromthe state general fund to the senate for
t he purposes of this act.
